S.O. 639 (E).—In pursuance of clause (c) of sub-section (6) of 
section 43C of the Government of Union Territories Act, 1963, as 
amended , by the Government of Union Territories (Amendment) 
Act, 1975 (No. 29 of 1975), the Order of the Election Commission 
made in respect of the delimitation of parliamentary and assembly 
constitutions in the Union Territory of Arunachal Pradesh is 
hereby published. 


Order 

Whereas the proposals of the Election Commission regarding 
the division of the Union Territory of Arunachal Pradesh into 2 
parliamentary constituencies and into 30 single member territorial 
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constituencies for the Legislative Assembly of the Union Territory, 
were published in the Gazette of India and the Arunachal Pradesh 
Government Gazette of 1 8 September, 1975 ; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received in response 
to those proposals were considered at public sittings held at Itanagar 
on 23rd October, at Along on 25th October and at Tezu on 27th' 
October, 1975 ; 

The Commission hereby determines that— 

(i) the territorial constituencies into which the Union Terri¬ 

tory of Arunachal Pradesh shall be divided for the 
purpose of elections to (the House of People and the 
extent of each such constituency shall be as shown in 
Table A; and 

(ii) tire territorial constituencies into which the Union Terri¬ 

tory of Arunachal Pradesh shall be divided for the 
purpose of elections to the Legislative Assembly of the 
Union Territory and the extent of each such consti¬ 
tuency shall be as shown in Table B.
